Amends the School Code. Provides that a school board may not contract
for the advertising and sale of carbonated beverages until the school board
allows for public comment on the contract at a meeting held on a day that is
not the day on which a regular board meeting is held. Amends the State
Mandates Act to require implementation without reimbursement. Effective

immediately.
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AN ACT concerning schools.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of lllinois,

represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The School Code is amended by adding Sections

10-20.40 and 34-18.32 as follows:

(105 ILCS 5/10-20.40 new)

Sec. 10-20.40. Advertising and sale of carbonated

beverages. A school board may not contract for the advertising

and sale of carbonated beverages until the school board allows

for public comment on the contract at a meeting held on a day

that is not the day on which a regular board meeting is held.

(105 ILCS 5/34-18.32 new)

Sec. 34-18.32. Advertising and sale of carbonated

beverages. The board may not contract for the advertising and

sale of carbonated beverages until the board allows for public

comment on the contract at a meeting held on a day that is not

the day on which a regular board meeting is held.

Section 90. The State Mandates Act is amended by adding

Section 8.29 as follows:

(30 ILCS 805/8.29 new)

Sec. 8.29. Exempt mandate. Notwithstanding Sections 6 and 8

of this Act, no reimbursement by the State is regquired for the

implementation of any mandate created by this amendatory Act of

the 94th General Assembly.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect wupon

becoming law.
